(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13, 14, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Southwick '834. 

Note the front and rear compartments 30, 31 with zippers around 3 sides, as 
claimed Note also the accordion file pocket in Figure 9 attached between front and rear 
walls. Note the other pockets in the front compartment shown in Figure 8. The 
compartments clearly have a cover at 22, 25. 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-10, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the reference as applied to claim 13 above, and further in view of JP ' 
510. 

To have formed the pocket structures such that they are collapsible with v 
shaped gussets and attached to the interior surfaces would have been obvious in view 
of such teaching by JP '510 at 6 and 7. 

6. Claims 11, 12, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 10 and 14 above, and further in 
view of Kojima JP '917. 

To have formed the pocket with a window and a finger hole would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by Kojima. 
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7. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other holders.
